“to make the executive branch more business-like and efficient." 
Technically what the President asked was legislation generally simi­ 
lar to the reorganisation act of 1939 and a section of the first war 
powers act of 1911 which empow- ---------------------------------------------- — 
' cr* the President to make neces­ 
sary adjustm ents in the executive 
organ ization. 
The 1939 reorganization act pro- 
i vide* that the President shall no- 
j t ify congress of the changes which 
he has ordered, with the alteration 
subject to disapproval by a m ajor­ 
ity of each of the two houses with­ 
in 60 days. 
The first w ar powers act went 
further, enabling the President to 
| make additional 
temporary’ im­ 
provem ents in the organization of 
the government. 
Changes under 
this legislation, however, autom a­ 
tically revert to the form er status 
six months after the term ination 
of hostilities. 
’.ne President said such autom a­ 
tic reversion was unworkable and 
would result "in the re-establish- 
ment of some agencies th at should 
not be re-established." 
The President said that, aside 
from disposition of the war organ- 
! izatkm of the government, other 
adjustm ents were needed current­ 
ly and continuously and th at con­ 
gress could not "deal effectively 
j with numerous organization prob­ 
lems on an Individual item basis."

PARKINSON'S disease or par­ 
alysis agitans is a chronic disorder 
which occurs in older persons for 
the most part. However, it may 
occur following encephalitis or in­ 
flammation of the b-ain, which in 
turn often develops after attacks 
of influenza. 
In more than 200 patients stu­ 
died by Doctor Roland M. Klemme 
of St. Louis, injuries accounted for 
a few cases of paralysis agitant. 
Hardening of the arteries of the 
brain 
was 
responsible for the 
condition in fa t* of the patients, 
while in more than two-thirds the 
disorder was produced by encepha­ 
litis. In about one-fifth of the pa­ 
tients no cause could be found. 
Men had the disorder about twice 
as often as women. 
Symptoms of Disease 
The symptoms of paralysis sgi- 
tans consist of an increase in 
sweating, a disturbance of the 
gait or walking, an increase in the 
amount of saliva, a aet appear­ 
ance of the face and stiffness of 
the muscles. The patients affected 
with this condition have a tremor 
or twitching of the hands, shaking 
of the head and a shuffling gait. 
The treatm ent of paralysis agi- 
tana has been carried out by using 
various drugs with the hope that 
they would relax the muscles and 
relieve the twitching and other 
symptoms. Such drugs as hyosine 
have been used. Belladonna has 
also been employed, particularly a 
variety known as Bulgarian bella­ 
donna. A part of the vitamin B- 
com pler known as vitamin B-6 or 
pyridoxine has been given in large 
doses by injection with reported 
improvement in some cases. 
Operation Used 
Doctor Klemme has used an op­ 
eration on his patients suffering 


from paralysis agitant, and he 
found that in more than three- 
fourths of them, improvement re­ 
sulted and restoration of the ac­ 
tion of the muscles occurred. A 
certain area of the brain known 
as the premotor cortex is the site 
of the operation. By cutting this 
part of the brain, he thinks that 
nerve impulses may be kept from 
passing down from the brain to 
other parts of the nervous system. 
In carrying out this operation, 
of course, the premotor cortex 
must be carefully m ark'd off and 
then cut. It is necessary to remove 
part of the skull to reach the brain 
area. 
In outlining the motor area of 
the brain or the area which con­ 
trols movement, stimulation with 
an electric current is employed. 
An electric knife is used to cut the 
premotor cortex. 
Of course, this operation la one 
which must be earned out by a 
surgeon experienced in surgery of 
the 
nervous 
system. 
However, 
Parkinson's disease is responsible 
for such great disability and in­ 
terference with activity that the 
operation would appear to be well 
worthwhile in those cases selected 
by the surgeon as the type which 
might respond.
